Doidile Disc in Loodoa: 

Date: 11 September 1991 Time: 7:30PM Place: Loadon,NH. 

A mother was driving home from attending an open house at the local school with 
her two children. The daughter is six years of age and her son is ten. The trip 
started normally with no problrans. The car radio was tuned to Rock 101. As she 
entered the dead end street where th^r live, the radio started to static to such a 
degree she had to turn it oif. This was unusual as 101 always comes in clearly near 
her home. She parked the car in her driveway and immediately went inside the 
house to untie the dogwho was tied in the kitdien. Before she could get the dog 
untied her dar^ter yelled for her to come outside to see something. Outside she 
found her two children looking i^) at two large white discs moving slowly past the 
house, the discs were identical in shape and lig^t configuration. Surrocmding the 
edge of each disc were a series of pastel multi colored li^ts pulsating in a random 
ordter. Directly under the discs were three dark circles in a triangle pattern 
centered on the bottom. Each disc was the size of a small house moving side by side, 
A low pitched hum was barl^r audible. She estimates the altitude of the discs at 
about two hoiees hig^ or approximately one hundred feet. The brightness of the 
craft was such that she cotdd see the ground lighted as th^ slowly moved out of 
sight. The speed was said to be barl^r moving but may ha^ increased slightly as 
she got outside to look up at the imderside. two craft ^ided out of sight toward 
Canterbury. I would like to say this was the end of a remarkable CE11 case. This 
however is not the situation. Shortly thereafter all three witnesses started having 
strange health symptoms. The little girl started having stomach pain, fever and a 
personality change. The boy suffered a major personality change. The mother 
started to bruise very easily and in a short time had multiple bruises on her legs and 
arms. To this day the boy is severely Impacted to a point v^iera he will ay if asked to 
talk about the sitting. With tears in his eyes he asked me why are th^ here at my 
house?. It must be mentioned here that the mother did not believe in the existence of 
UFOs prior to the sighting and due to the trauma it caused, mom and dad don't talk 
about UFOs or related subjects with the children. Well as luck would have it the 
father became involved in the situation on thenig^t of 13 November 1991. He got up 
from bed at about 3:20 AM to go to the bathroom. This is not unosual for him. As he 
sat on the edge of the bed he was startled to see a lurizontal beam of bright white 
light shining across the sliding ^ass doors of the bedroom. The beam was about 
four inches thick and lasted for about ten seconds. Shortly thereafter it came on 
again but this time at a forty five degree angle across the doors. Again it lasted for 
^out ten seconds. Needless to he was upset and asked me what the hell is 
going on. (It sure would be nice if we had answers to all the questions). We are 
still working the case and will keep you informed.
